Colin Fletcher, 19. a former

Several 
of Britain's serious Sunday 
newspapers thought enough of 
his article to devote special 
stories to it. Fletcher now is 
a sociology student at Liver- 
pool University. 


Fletcher docs not ascribe 


the pacific teen-age scene in 
Liverpool to the B e a t l e s 
alone, but to the prevalence of 


the big beat among the for- 
mer fighting gangs. 


The beat arrived in Liver- 


pool s e v e r a l years ago 
through the American f i l m 
"Rock Around the 
Clock." 


Teen-agers tore out 14 seats 
of the theater on t he first 
S a t u r d a y night the film 
played there. 


But then, Fletcher recalled, 


"the beat spread like a ru- 
mor." In 
1957. the British 


Broadcasting Corp. started a 
rock 'n' roll program early on 
Saturday nights. The gangs 
put hack their meeting time 
by half an hour so they could 
stay home to listen. 


Then the gangs began to 


b r e a k into small groups. 
Fletcher's own gang started a 
group called the Tremoloes. 
He was a singer jnd b a s s- 
guitarist. This, he recounts, is 
what happened: 


"Soon the group began to 


practice regularly, and some 
of the gang members pooled 
their knowledge and m a d e 
two large amplifiers. The ter- 
rific noise made it impossible 
to practice in a front room. 


Scoured Turf 


"The gang s c o u r e d its 


'turf (territory ( for deserted 
houses, bomb shelters, a n d 
finally church halls and youth 
clubs. Soon it became a regu- 
lar thing for the gang actively 
to support every practice 
(session). 


"The gang had s t a r t e d 


to rival o t h e r gangs on 
a totally new level. What mat- 
tered now was not how many 
boys a gang could muster for 
a Friday night fight, but how 
well their group played on 
Saturday night."

some young people with addi- 
tional job training and educa- 
tion." 


In its initial stages, the pro- 


gram will furnish counseling 
assistance to those who have 
been rejected since Jan. 1, 
1964, and in April it will be 
broadened to offer the serv- 
ice to t h o s e turned down 
prior to that period.

• Moscow (UP1) — The Soyl 
et government Monday dis 
dosed that Albania has seized 
five Soviet Embassy buildings 
in Tirana, capital of the tiny

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Tough Guy Role Easy

The Real Basis 


Of Power 


Most of us can remember our younger 


•days when things seemed much more sim- 
•pie to us than they do today. For instance, 
there was always around a "tough guy" or 
..two who concentrated on making life mis- 
..erable for everyone else. What was right 
•or wrong made no difference to these fel- 
lows as they recognized only the rule or 
law of power. In their case, it was physical 
.power and it was all that counted with 
them. 
..- 
Every generation goes through this ex- 


pcricnce but most of us come to realize 


that physical 
power 


is a very poor rule to 
go by. The first thing 
we find out is that It 
will not take us very 


far, at all. As one's associations expand, he 
runs into problems that are more and more 
complex and reliance upon physical power 
Js less and less effective. By the time a 
young person enters college, he clearly un- 
derstands that knowledge is the basis of 
jtower, not physical ability above that of 
the average. This is the kind of world he 
seeks to fashion for himself and hopes to 
pass on to his children. 


He tries to steer civilization away from 


violence and brutality. Yet, we have many 
voices throughout the nation that arc raised 
in behalf of use of force by the United 
States to maintain this country's position 
throughout the world. It is said Jliat we arc 
Licked around by Cuba. Zanzibar, France, 
East Germany. Indonesia and quite a long 
list of other nations. 
: 
Recently, we have been given a fit in 


the matter of the Panama Canal and more 
recently still, we have been told that our 
agreements with Libya for our air base op- 
erations 
in North Africa will not be 


renewed. Most certainly, everything in the 
world Is not exactly as we would have it 
were the choice entirely ours. 


Before the American people decide that 


the nation has gone soft, however, it would 
be well to consider things in their proper 
perspective. Many of the things that do not 
go our way in the world are too small to 
make an issue out of, others are matters 
really beyond our control and others are 
still a long way from settled. The water 
supply from Cuba to Guantanamo falls in 
the first category. This cutting off of the 
naval station's water supply simply was 
not a big enough deal to warrant any large- 
scale counter action on our part. It would 
have been completely ridiculous to risk nu- 


clear war over an issue such as tills. 
French recognition of communist China 
falls into the second category. 


We do not approve of this recognition 


nor do we subscribe to the thinking that 
led France to this decision. Yet, France Is 
an independent nation and has the right to 
make the decisions she thinks are best. Just 
how is It proposed that we arc to control 
the actions of a nation such as France? 
No doubt about it, \\e physically could over- 
power France but this Is slightly ridiculous 
\\hcn one gives even the slightest thought 
to its meaning. The situation in Germany 
and the confrontation with Panama both 
arc developments in the final category—a 
long way from being settled. 


The fact is that President Johnson sim- 


ply has not been hard pressed to date by 
the communist bloc of nations. He has not 
been seriously tested in any matter that in 
any sense involved the real security of this 
nation. It is much better that the President 
act under the circumstances as he has done 
rather than behave, or try to, as the "tough 
guy" of the neighborhood. 


It Is believed that when the time comes 


to be firm, the President will find the cour- 
age to do so. His background, after all, Is 
one that displays a rather tremendous ca- 
pacity for relentless pursuit of an objective. 
We are not aware of any time when the 
President has been pushed around by any 
individual or interest group. 


Perhaps the communist nations intend 


to give Mr. Johnson the supreme test of his 


courage. Perhaps they 
intend to test the de- 
termination of this na- 
tion, under President 
Johnson, to hold the 


position of the West throughout the world. 
When and if they do, it will be time for the 
President to display the sheer physical 
power of this nation to defend its rights. 
This, however, is not a power that is trotted 
out with every ripple that appears on the 
diplomatic waters of current times.

Get To The Essence 


Senator Roman Hruska's attack on the 


State Department for using its beef import 
deal with Australia to score "a big diplo- 
matic victory al the expense of the Ameri- 
can farmer" is an obvious effort to make 
political hay out of a complicated and se- 
riously distressing plight of the American 
caule feeder. 


It offers no helpful answer. 
It quite ignores the fact that except for 


the price-cost squeeze on the feeder the 
American beef industry, from range to re- 
tail counters, is not currently in financial 
difficulty. The fall guy is the feeder who 
can't get enough out of the market to cover 
the cost of the feeder stock he bought and 
fed. Others are gctinq their price. He isn't. 
Unless there is a better price sharing with- 
in the industry, the feeder will continue to 
suffer, Australia or no Australia. 


Sen. Hruska is ignoring the fact that 


the demand for imported beef arises here, 
not in Australia. The processors and the 
retailers which are buying it are also n 
part of the American economy, and will be 
equally or more insistent in protecting their 
interests. The Stale Department at best can 
only compromise the issue. 


What is needed here is the full ventila- 


tion of the problem of the domestic meat 
industry, a gathering of all the facts, not 
the ballooning of a few convenient ones. 


The great warning is that if the meat 


industry refuses to administer its affairs 
equitably, or administer them at all; if it 
lias no regard for the welfare of all its 
parts, but some live to the extinction of 
others, then the industry will become pros- 
trated and fall into a form of federal re- 
ceivership. Private enterprise will ask for 
another whipping. 


Best Plan Yet 


The question of succession in case of 


the death or disablement of the President 
has ebbed and flowed since the beginning 
of the Republic. It has thus far evaded a 
fully satisfactory answer. 


In recent years the concern has grown 


more urgent as world problems have be- 
come more dangerous and in the expcri- 
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cnce of the American presidency itself. 
There was President Eisenhower's serious 
heart attacks, and the assasination of 
President Kennedy. 


Now comes the American Bar Associa- 


tion with recommendations which appear 
to offer the best answer of all. The ABA 
assigned the study to a committee of mem- 
bers especially compctenl in the ms tiers of 
government and constitutional law. 


It has suggested in instances where 


there is no vice president, due to his death 
or succession to the presidency (as in the 
instance of President Johnson), that the 
President nominate a successor to the vice 
president. Confirmation would require the 
approval of Congress in joint session. 


In the event of the inability of a presi- 


dent to carry out the duties of his office 
the condition could be recognized and ended 
by the president, himself, or. if he is unable 
to do so, by the vice president with the con- 
sent of the majority of the cabincl or of 
Congress. 


These proposals seem to simplify and 


clarify the problem. And as the ABA points 
out, they support a fundamental of the 
American representative principle. The 
present method of secession contains no 
guarantee that the desires of the people 
for the continuation of the program they 
endorsed in the election of the president 
would be honored. This certainly is an im- 
portant factor and the ABA seems to have 
found provision for it.

She is not at all inclined toward 
Uie use of rash generalities that are such a 
familiar part of the campaigns of many 
office seekers. She deals in the area of fact, 
giv ing the v oters a choice between her de- 
<jision based on these facts and the decision 
of someone else. 
•

Thus, her influence is and will continue 
tp be constructiv e in the months ahead. Po­ 
litically, she is not giv en much of a chance 
for the nomination but this does not at all 
reflect upon her ability or her effectiv e­ 
ness. As much as anything else, it empha­ 
sizes the reserv ations, whether right or 
wrong, in the minds of the American people 
as to a woman as president. 


Here, Sen'ator Smith is breaking new 
ground and her efforts at this time could 
serv e greatly to change the course of his­ 
tory in the future. It is hoped, too, that her 
efforts hav e an effect on another aspect of 
our national political life. This is the cam­ 
paigning part of that political life. 
Mrs. 
Smith is also greatly handicapped because 
she has no large and well-heeled organiza­ 
tion behind her. 
Her campaign consists mainly of her 
own speech-making and meeting of v oters. 
Other aspirants for the nomination hav e big 
money and big organizations behind them. 
Despite the obv ious growth of this problem, 
Congress makes no effort ev en to try to 
secure the financing of national campaigns 
in such a way as to prov ide some equality 
of opportunity for candidates and a deci­ 
sion by v oters based on merit rather than 
money. 


Get To The Essence 


Senator Roman Hruska’s attack on the 
State Department for using its beef import 
deal with Australia to score “a big diplo­ 
matic v ictory at the expense of the .Ameri­ 
can farmer” is an obv ious effort to make 
political hay out of a complicated and se­ 
riously distressing plight of the .American 
cattle feeder. 
It offers no helpful answer. 
It quite ignores the fact that e-xcept for 
the price-cost squeeze on the feeder the 
.American beef industry, from range to re­ 
tail counters, is not currently in financial 
difficulty. The fall guy is the feeder who 
can’t get enough out of the market to cov er 
the cost of the feeder stock he bought and 
fed. Others are geting their price. He isn’t. 
Unless there is a better price sharing with­ 
in the industry, the feeder will continue to 
suffer, Australia or no Australia.

Walter Mahoney, while 
Mahoney isn’t ev en speaking 
to his own brother-in-law, 
Johnny Sulliv an, w'hom he 
put on the Senate staff in Al­ 
bany only to ease him out 
when the liquor scandals be­ 
gan to embarrass the Rocke­ 
feller regime.

Best Plan Yet 


The question of succession in case of 
the death or disablement of the President 
has ebbed and flowed since the beginning 
of the Republic. It has thus far ev aded a 
fully satisfactory answer. 
In recent years the concern has grown 
more urgent as world problems hav e be­ 
come more dangerous and in the experi- 
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ence of the .American presidency itself. 
There was President Eisenhower’s serious 
heart attacks, and the assasination of 
President Kennedy. 
Now comes the -American Bar .Associa­ 
tion with recommendations which appear 
to offer the best answer of all. The AB.A 
assigned the study to a committee of mem­ 
bers especially competent in the matters of 
gov ernment and constitutional law. 
It has suggested in instances where 
there is no v ice president, due to his death 
or succession to the presidency (as in the 
instance of President Johnson), that the 
President nominate a successor to the v ice 
president. Confirmation would require the 
approv al of Congress in joint session. 
In the ev ent of the inability of a presi­ 
dent to carry out the duties of his office 
the condition could be recognized and ended 
by the president, himself, or. if he is unable 
to do so, by the v ice president with the con­ 
sent of the majority of the cabinet or of 
Congress. 
These proposals seem to simplify and 
clarify the problem. And as the ABA points 
out, they support a fundamental of the 
American representativ e principle. The 
present method of secession contains no 
guarantee that the desires of the people 
for the continuation of the program they 
endorsed in the election of the president 
would be honored. This certainly is an im­ 
portant factor and the .ABA seems to hav e 
fpund prov ision for it. 


WASHINGTON—The party 
out of power enjoys the lux­ 
ury of telling the party in 
power how to run the world. 
Ov erthrow Castro, stand firm 
on the treaty of perpetuity in 
Panama, get tough in Viet 
Nam, these and other simple 
prescriptions come from Re- 
p u bl i c a n candidates in a 
campaign year. 
They do not bear the awful 
burden of responsibility. It 
is a burden to which Presi­ 
dent Johnson, with only three 
months of experience in the 
office, has not yet adjusted. 
He is plagued in the con­ 
duct of foreign policy by the 
same confusion of lines of 
authority that troubled his 
predecessor, P r e s i d e n t 
Kennedy. 
In his case there is an- 
added complication.

layers of authority exist in 
the White House. With two 
or three conspicuous excep­ 
tions the Kennedy adv isers 
are still at w^ork. Johnson has 
brought in his own people to 
w’ork with them.

With the best will in the 
world—and little if any ev i­

These words mean much 
to me because they epito­ 
mize the Christian obligation 
to reach out in sympathy 
a n d compassion to serv e 
one’s fellow man, and to do 
so in the spirit of brother­ 
hood at the call of the Fa­ 
ther of us all. 
In common with our Jew­ 
ish friends, we of the Chris­ 
tian faith believ e that God 
is the Creator and Ruler of 
all the earth, and that He 
has made all men in His own 
spiritual i m a g e . He has 
placed us here to lov e one 
another and to be responsi­ 
ble stewards of the good 
times of life which He has 
placed so bountifully in the 
earth. Nev ertheless, bo t h 
men and nations more for­ 
tunately situated than others 
hav e a c q u i r e d material 
goods and the facilities for 
health, education, and hu­ 
man w e l f a r e far beyond 
what others enjoy and are 
inclined to regard them as 
their own. 
The injunction to Christian 
compassion and serv ice is a 
direct obligation stemming 
from the two great com­ 
mandments to lov e God su­ 
premely and to lov e o u r 
neighbor as ourselv es. It is 
ev erywhere manifest in the 
life and ministry of Jesus, 
and it comes to startling 
v iv idness in the parable of 
the great last Judgment in 
w hi c h the words quoted 
abov e appear. Our place in 
the kingdom of God, not at 
the end of time, only, but at 
all times, depends on our 
caring enough in outgoing 
concern to feed the hungry, 
clothe the naked, minister to 
the sick, and welcome the 
stranger in Christ’s name. 
I cannot say exactly when

in my own experience this 
conv iction came home to 
me. Perhaps it began as a 
child in my simple rural 
home when we sat down to 
a meal and my father would 
thank God for it and 
my 
mother would say as she so 
often did, “I wish ev erybody 
had as good.” In my college 
days I felt the impulse to 
missionary serv ice in for­ 
eign lands, though circum- 
s t a n c e s hav e nev er per­ 
mitted me to become a mis­ 
sionary in the usual sense. 
In my adult years of teach­ 
ing religion in college and 
seminary I hav e naturally 
had occasion to 
interpret 
many aspects of the Chris­ 
tian gospel, including both 
theology and the dev otional 
life; yet I hav e always tried 
to put them in the context 
of the call of God through 
Christ to serv e the brother 
in need.

Serv ice to the brother in 
need is, of course, not the 
only aspect of the Christian 
religion. Whether as clergy 
or laity, we must rev erently 
worship God both in church 
and in our priv ate dev otions;

to acquire and to transmit 
our great Christian heritage; 
we must establish Christian 
homes; we must be 
the 
Church within the world, 
making our Christianity rele­ 
v ant to many aspects of busi­ 
ness, community and politi­ 
cal life. 
Indeed, personal compas­ 
sion is not enough. We shall 
not solv e our economic, ra­ 
cial and political problems 
until it has been translated 
into great social structures.

Liston, an ominous 7-1 favorite, is expected to button the 
Up of Cassius Clay Tuesday night 'at Convention Hall In 
a heavyweight title fight that could be a shocking $5 
million mismatch. 


Is Clay u hoax? Or a new golden boy? The true story 


of this 22-yeur-old former Olympic champion Hill be told 
when he has to put up or shut up against the man lie 
calls "that big ugly bear." 


The gabby poet from Louisville, unbeaten in 19 pro 


fights, has been popping off so long that his spiel sounds 
like a recorded message from an answering service. 


("I'm the king. I'm the king. I'm the grcatct. Ain't 


I beautiful? I'm too pretty to be a fighter. I'm going to 
whup that ugly bear. If he whups me I'll crawl across 
the ring and kiss his feet. I'm predicting eight to prove 
I'm great." 


That is the Clay party line, delivered with the glibness 


of a carnival pitchman while he stares out into space. 


A publicity campaign, patterned after that used by the 


late Gorgeioiis George, has hoisted him Into the No. 1 
spot among the challengers although he has beaten few 
name fighters while compiling a l'J-0 record with 15 knock- 
outs. 


Because of Clay's "Big I Am" speeches, this curious 


match may gross as high as $5 million, largely through 
closed circuit television which has 1,103,451 scats available 
at some 271 theaters and arenas in the United States and 
Canada.

One-Shot Affairs 


Few things stand out in an obscured field as does a 


heavyweight championship fight in the field of boxing. 


Although the manly art of self defense has deteriorated 


almost into oblivion in recent years, few sports spectacles 
still attract the attention and ballyhoo that goes with a 
fight such as tonights' clash bclwee'n champion Sonny Lis- 
ton and Cassius Clay. 


Only a few other sports events such as the World Se- 


ries of baseball, the Kentucky Derby, the NFL Champion- 
ship playoff and the Indianapolis 500 can even come close 
1o a heavyweight fight in the reams of pro-event publicity 
that spills across sports pages. 


But most of these other sports attract at least reason- 


able crowds for their daily activities. 
Contrast this with 


boxing where no one but next of kin shows up for a routine 
fight card. 


Which of the other sports spectacles could have filled 


theaters across the nation at S4 and 55 a head to see Sonny 
play bang-bang on Floyd Patterson's jaw? Especially a 
re-run. 


Nof Drawing As Expected 


But despite the tons of ink that have been splashed on 


the Clay-Liston fight, it still is not drawing people to the 
advance ticket windows in the droves that Uie promoters 
had envisioned. 


The mis-match talk plus Clay's amateurish showings in 


his concluding workouts have been blamed for the lagging 
ticket sales in Miami. 


Another problem could be that Miami visitors who can 


be guaranteed of seeing a full 45 minute show with their 
dinner at one of the name hotels are reluctant to gamble 
$50 or $100 on seeing a one or two-minute rendition of "But- 
ton The Lip" played by Sonny. 


And !f the tune is no longer than many think it will be, 


boxing could be in even more serious trouble at (he gate. 
Who would pay to sec Sonny fight any of the other heavy- 
weight humpties? 


Tonight's crowd at the Miami Beach Convention Hall 


could very well be the last of the big fight crowds for 
many years. 


Easy Pickings 


The only Mirer bet than one that Sonny will knock Cas- 


sius stiffer than a ring post would be one that Sonny will 
knock Cassius down early. Why shouldn't lie? Everyone 
else who Clay has fought in the last three years has 
knocked him down, except his mother, and she undoubtedly 
was pulling her punches. 


Hut unlike Floyd Patterson, Clay may gel up once or 


twice before he finds a comfortable position on the floor. 
And Clay isn't likely to be struck with fear the way Patter- 
son was. 


Floyd looked so scared in his two fights with Liston that 


he couldn't have gotten out of the way if a truck were 
coming at him. At least thus far Cassius has shown no 
signs of freezing because of fear. 


But if fear doesn't freeze him, Sonny's left is likely to 


do the cooling job. You might also bet that Cassius will 
fall backwards when he falls. Make it Sonny in the fourth 
round. 


Theatre Network Television, Inc., It carrying the bout 


on closed circuit. There Is no free home television, at 
course. There will be a radio broadcast by the American 
Broadcasting Co. 


The 15-round match is scheduled to start at 9 p.m., CST. 
Liston needed only two minutes and six seconds to 


knock Floyd Patterson loose from Uie title at Chicago In 
19C2. The menacing mauler who now makes his home in 
Denver took care of Patterson in 2:10 of the first round 
in their rematch last July at Las Vegas. 


"You'll be going home between the first and third 


rounds," Liston told newsmen Sunday with the semblance 
of a smile on his grim, expressionless face. 


In Trouble 


Bill MacDonald, a Miami sportsman who guaranteed 


a live gate of $625,000 at 16,000-seat Convention Hall ap- 
pears to be sure to take a licking. He also has to pick 
up the tab for expenses which put Uie net close to $800,000. 


With the top ticket for the golden circle prices at 


$250 and other prices ranging from $200, $150, $100, $50 to 
a low of $20, there has been a decided apathy at the box 
office. 


Hard figures arc impossible to come by. One estimate 


said $330,000 was in the till. It appeared that $500,000 
would be about the best the promoters could hope for al- 
though the house is called for over a million dollars. 


Depending on the turnouts at the closed circuit out- 


lets, Liston could get as much as $1.3 million and Clay as 
much as $600,000 for the night's exercise. Liston gets 40 
per cent and Clay 22*/j per cent. 


However, Liston also Is the president and a 50 per 


cent owner of Intercontinental Sports. Inc.. the parent pro- 
motional group, which gels 37& per cent of everything. 


Appeal Dulled 


The delay between Clay's highly publicized mouthing 


before, during and after the second Liston-Pattcrson fight 
at Las Vegas and this match and constant repitition has 
dulled the appeal of the glib snake oil salesman. Reports 
connecting Clay with the Black Muslim movement, a Negro 
supremacy sect, also have eaten into the Louisville Lip's 
gate appeal. 


There arc some who think Clay, the man who says 


he "floats like u butterfly and stings like a bee" will 
have some sober moments of thoughtful contemplation 
In these hours before ring time. They will watch care- 
fully for any signs of panic at the weigh-in. 


The fighters will get on the scales at 9:30 a.m. CST, 


in the Convention Hall. Each expects to come in at 
around 215 pounds, but it will not be surprising if both 
arc under that figure. 


Clay, at G-fopt-3, is two inches taller than the power- 


ful champion with his ham-like fist and 1714-inch neck. 


Expected To Run 


Liston flattened Patterson with his left hook 
after 


slamming to the body with this thumping right hand. 
Most observers expect Clay to run and move from side 
to side in an effort to confuse and tire his 30-year-old 
opponent who has fought only six minutes, 14 seconds since 
Dec. 4, 1961. 


Clay's last outing was in London where he stopped 


Henry Cooper last June 18 after being knocked down. 


The champ has won 28 straight and boasts a 35-1 record 


with 25 knockouts. The only mun to beat him, Marty 
Marshall, who did the trick In 195-1, has been on the 
scene, telling everybody how he did U. (Sec Page 15) 


Clay visited the Convention Hall site Monday morning 


to check up on the ring that was being set up in the 
arena where pianist Van Cliburn played to a sellout 
crowd Sunday night. 


Cassius, accompanied by his brother, Rudy, and other 


members of his group, wore his "Bear hunting" outfit, 
complete with heavy boots but, for once, was not doing 
much talking. Both fighters were scheduled to go into se- 
clusion until weigh-in time. 


10-Polnt Must 


The Miami Beach Boxing Commission will name a ref- 


eree and two judges at ring time. They will score the 
fight on the 10-point must system by which the winner of 
a round must get 10 points and the loser nine or less. 


The boxers will wear eight-ounce gloves. The manda- 


tory eight-count rule will be in effect for knockdowns. If 
a fighter is down when a bell rings, the count will con- 
tinue. The bout will not be stopped automatically If a 
fighter is down three times In one round. 


Practically no betting was reported on the result. The 


usual prc-fight poll of boxing writers showed only two of 
30 picking Clay. The only wagering was even money man- 
to-man that the fight would not last more than five rounds. 


The pick here is Liston in three on the theory that 


Sonny knows best.

(J*l —Heavyweight champio n So nny 
Listo n, an o mino us 7-1 favo rite, is ex pected to butto n the 
lip o f Cassius Clay Tuesday night at Co nventio n Hall in 
a heavyweight title fight that co uld be a sho cking $5 
millio n mismatch. 
Is Clay a ho ax ? Or a new go lden bo y? The true sto ry 
o f this 22-year-o ld fo rmer Olympic champio n will be to ld 
when he has to put up o r shut up against the man he 
calls “ that big ugly bear.“ 
The gabby po et fro m Lo uisville, unbeaten in 19 pro 
fights, has been po pping o ff so lo ng that his spiel so unds 
like a reco rded message fro m an answering service. 
(“I’m the king. I’m the king. I’m the greatet. Ain’t 
I beautiful? I’m to o pretty to be a fighter. I’m go ing to 
whup that ugly bear. If he whups me I’ll crawl acro ss 
the ring and kiss his feet. I’m predicting eight to pro ve 
I’m great.” 
That is the Clay party line, delivered with the glibness 
o f a carnival pitchman while he stares o ut into space. 
A publicity campaign, patterned after that used by the 
late Go rgeio us Geo rge, has ho isted him into the No . 1 
spo t amo ng the challengers altho ugh he has beaten few 
name fighters while co mpiling a 19-0 reco rd with 15 kno ck­ 
o uts. 
Because o f Clay's “Big 1 Am’’ speeches, this curio us 
match may gro ss as high as $5 millio n, largely thro ugh 
clo sed circuit televisio n which has 1,103,451 seats available 
at so me 271 theaters and arenas in the United States and 
Canada.

One- Shot Affairs 
Few things stand o ut in an o bscured field as do es a 
heavyweight champio nship fight in the field o f bo x ing. 


Altho ugh the manly art o f self defense has deterio rated 
almo st into o blivio n in recent years, few spo rts spectacles 
still attract the attentio n and ballyho o that go es with a 
fight such as to nights’ clash between champio n So nny Lis­ 
to n and Cassius Clay. 


Only a few o ther spo rts events such as the Wo rld Se­ 
ries o f baseball, the Kentucky Derby, the NFL Champio n­ 
ship playo ff and the Indianapo lis 500 can even co me clo se 
to a heavyweight fight in the reams o f pre-event publicity 
that spills acro ss spo rts pages. 


But mo st o f these o ther spo rts attract at least reaso n­ 
able cro wds fo r their daily activities. 
Co ntrast this with 
bo x ing where no o ne but nex t o f kin sho ws up fo r a ro utine 
fight card. 


Which o f the o ther spo rts spectacles co uld have filled 
theaters acro ss the natio n at $4 and $5 a head to see So nny 
play bang-bang o n Flo yd Patterso n’s jaw? Especially a 
re-run. 
Not Draw ing As Expected 
But despite the to ns o f ink that have been splashed o n 
the Clay-Listo n fight, it still is no t drawing peo ple to the 
advance ticket windo ws in the dro ves that the pro mo ter s 
had envisio ned. 


The mis-match talk plus Clay’s amateurish sho wings in 
his co ncluding wo rko uts have been blamed fo r the lagging 
ticket sales in Miami. 


Ano ther pro blem co uld be that Miami visito rs who can 
be guaranteed o f seeing a full 45 minute sho w with their 
dinner at o ne o f the name ho tels are reluctant to gamble 
$50 o r $100 o n seeing a o ne o r two -minute renditio n o f “But­ 
to n The Lip” played by So nny. 


And if the tune is no lo nger than many think it will be, 
bo x ing co uld be in even mo re serio us tro uble at the gate. 
Who wo uld pay to see So nny fight any o f the o ther heavy­ 
weight humpties? 


To night’s cro wd at the Miami Beach Co nventio n Hall 
co uld very well be the last o f the big fight cro wds fo r 
many years. 
Easy Pickings 
The o nly surer bet than o ne that So nny will kno ck Cas­ 
sius stiffer than a ring po st wo uld be o ne that So nny will 
kno ck Cassius do wn early. Why sho uldn’t he? Everyo ne 
else who Clay has fo ught in the last three years has 
kno cked him do wn, ex cept his mo ther, and she undo ubtedly 
was pulling her punches. 


But unlike Flo yd Patterso n, Clay may get up o nce o r 
twice befo re he finds a co mfo rtable po sitio n o n the flo o r. 
And Clay isn’t likely to be struck with fear the way Patter­ 
so n was. 


Flo yd lo o ked so scared in his two fights with Listo n that 
he co uldn’t have go tten o ut o f the way if a truck were 
co ming at him. At least thus far Cassius has sho wn no 
signs o f freezing because o f fear. 
But if fear do esn’t freeze him, So nny’s left is likely to 
do the co o ling jo b. Yo u might also bet that Cassius will 
fall backwards when he falls. Make it So nny in the fo urth 
ro und.
